Freedom was once an easily id- 
entifiable state for which people 
left their native lands and sought 
new borders where limitations on 
personal and religious liberty had 
not yet been defined. When they 
were defined it was in a new Magna

Alfalfa for instance gives large ton- 

nages of high quality hay but in

ture will increase danger of bloat. 
Reed canary grass will do well on 
areas which are low and subject to 
prolonged flooding. Creeping Red 
Fescue is an excellent pasture grass, 
providing early and late season pas- 
ture with a firm sod.

FOR EXAMPLE, in 1951, the total cash expenses such as tractor 
operating expenses, taxes, buildings, and so on, came to $10.47 
per cultivated acre. In 1955, they were $7.58 per cultivated acre. 
In the non-cash expense field which includes tne crop shore of 
depreciation, interest on land investment, ferner's own labor at 
hired rates, and so on, in 1951 were $11.71, In 1955 they were 
$9.41. 


COST per ltivated acre in 1951 was $22.16: in 1955 $16.99 
The average crop returns for the san years wera $28.42 and 
$20.42, The margin of return per acre for risk and management 
dropped from $6.44 in 19751 to $3.43 in 1955
